Speaking up at special focus-group meetings last year, 133 parents said violence on 
buses and in schools worried them most. Many parents also believe cultural insensitivity 
and language problems pollute the school environment. The Citywide Educational 
Coalition pulled together people from different ethnic populations to find out what 
parents across the system think about schools. 


Those local concerns are reflected on the national level, and studies have shown that 
many students are now scared to go to school. According to an independent study cited 
January 13 in Education Week, 28 percent of some 2,000 students revealed they "some- 
times or never" felt safe in school. Eleven percent confessed they missed school because 
they feared violence. Clearly this hurts the learning process. 


Policies and metal detectors may reduce, or simply avoid, some crime, but only a 
change in attitude will make schools safer. Galvanized by the focus-group results, CWEC 
is launching problem-solving sessions to give parents a place to vent constructively. Parents 
will also get the tools they need to participate in their children's education—and to help 
shape school-reform efforts. (More information is on the back. )

Go crime head-on is the 


approach some violence-prevention 
programs take when teaching students how 
to make schools and streets safer. 


Reality is that children watch violent 
programs on TV, said John Braman, 
director for the Center for Peaceable 
Schools. So he suggests parents watch a 
program with their kids and talk about it. 
Tackle the negative themes, who they hurt, 
and how they can be avoided. 


Likewise, Youth Service Officer John 
Ridge said he encourages students to read 
newspaper articles on crime. 


"| ask teachers to give extra credit to 
students who clip articles about crime," he 
said. "It goes on the bulletin board with 
their name, and we talk about it later in 
class.

Mr. Marshall says he keeps copies of his kids’ 
schedules on the wall near the dinner table so 
he and his wife can ask about a particular 
class on the day it's held.

You may know that when I accepted the job as Boston's Superintendent of Schools, | 
made a goal to make unannounced visits every school in the district. Each morning I drop by 
a school or two to watch some classes in action, see the facilities, get an understanding of the 
administrative operations, and talk to people from students to the principal. 


I just passed the halfway mark, and will visit the remaining 50 or so schools by spring. In 
some schools I've observed creative teaching in beautifully arranged classrooms, students are 


eager and hard working. 


In others, however, I've seen unevenness. A striking difference exists in resources. 
There are huge gaps in staffing levels, equipment and facilities. As I work on the budget for 
next year, I am concentrating on making sure that our resources are allocated fairly, 


After I visit each school once, | will continue to stop by regularly because it is a great 
way to evaluate proses and, quite frankly, it is the best part of my job.

Remember, teachers deserve praise as 


much as students do! 


® Know your child's friends, and ask about them. Slang and - 
fashions change, but friends remain a huge influence on each other. 
Plus it's no secret that the chance to see friends is one of school's 
biggest attractions, so it is important to understand that part of your 
child's life. 


© Learn the rules of the game. If your child plays or shows 
interest in a sport, learn the lingo about scoring, fouls and other 
teams' mascots. 


Most importantly, listen. Be attentive enough to ask questions 
to show you care, and patient enough to resist jumping in to help with 


a word or finish a sentence your child may be struggling with. 


"If you need to, count to ten slowly in your head to give your 
child time to finish," said Mary Russo, mother of two and principal of 
the Samuel W. Mason School in Roxbury. 


No matter how cute it sounds, don't mimic baby talk. Laugh 
with your child when he or she mispronounces words or uses funny 
grammar, but correct mistakes immediately or bad habits will develop. 


"We hope children have a good vocabulary base when they start 
school," Mrs. Russo said. "That makes our job of teaching them to 
read much easier." 


To get them started early, talk up to children. Don't hesitate to 
use quality words and explain their meanings, giving kids building 
blocks for a good vocabulary. The sooner they start understanding a 
higher-level vocabulary, the sooner they will have one.

While in the car or on the bus and "T", invite youngsters to 
describe the scenes passing by the window, or to repeat the details of 
stories and folk tales they've heard or read in class. By remembering 
phrasing and story outlines, children practice and become familiar 
with new words and sentence structures, Mrs. Russo said.

* More on "School Report Cards" 


Ry now you should have gotten your copy of the state's first 
"school report cards" (officially named A Report on Teaching and 
Learning) for your child's school. Many parents are wondering what 
they're all about, and how the information can be used. 


In short, they are a way for parents to better understand the 
place where their children spend a good part of their day. The two- 
page report cards package much—although not all—information that 
is already available but is difficult or time-consuming to track down. 
They also include new descriptive pieces on each school, and in time, 
they will become more detailed, covering at least four pages. 


Parent Information Centers have report cards for 
all schools. Please call CWEC to talk about them. 


For now, parents are getting percentages on student attendance, 
dropouts, promotions and suspensions. Those numbers are not 
broken down by race, but each school has that data. Ask the principal 
how the figures at your child's school compare to BPS averages. That 
information can help you choose a school, understand your child's 
performance, and see if some groups of children need more support. 
The reports do give racial percentages of the student body. 


Teacher attendance is not included but you can get it from the 
school. Poor teacher attendance may be a sign of low morale. 
Maternity leaves, jury duty, funerals and time off for long-term illness . 
or family emergencies don't count against teacher attendance. 


MAT scores are analyzed in a "Change Over Time" section that 
charts the current year's results against last year's. School are ranked 
by thirds in the district, and their scores are compared to the national 
average. If your child's school ranks in the bottom third, ask the 
principal why. Also, find out how else student achievement is 
monitored. Do teachers keep student folders that include actual work 
like writing samples and science projects? 


That information may be in the "Other Ways to Measure 
Student Performance" section. However, schools have freedom in 
developing that section and others called "Mission Statement," 
"School Characteristics," and "Next Steps." BPS has invited—but not 
required—individual schools to include grade averages, resources, 
facilities or after-school programs. Find out what's available to 
develop your child's artistic, athletic and academic talents. 


"School Improvement Award" points are listed, including each 
school's rank by thirds in the district and how award funds will be 
spent. The awards are based on many of the above-mentioned 
statistics—-including those, like staff attendance, which are not on the 
report cards—so contact the principal if you want to better under- 
stand a school's score out of the possible 75 points.

with outings and trinkets that their 
working parents may not have the 
time or money to provide. 


Their dream was short-lived, 
however, when they became their 
grandson's parents.

Lillian 
was unable to work, raise her son

Before long, Mike was living 
with the Johnsons full time. 
Although they certainly loved him 
and ached over his interrupted 
childhood, his arrival in their home 
strained their tight retirement 
budget, sapped their energy, and 
served as a constant reminder that 
perhaps they themselves had failed 
as parents since their daughter was 
unable to cope in the adult world. 


Secretly they also regretted 
losing the chance to be regular 
grandparents, both to Mike and to 
their other children's children. 


The Johnsons' story is a 
composite of grim real-life 
situations that officials say a 
growing number of grandparents 
face in Boston. Grandparents 
parent their grandchildren for a 
number of reasons: their own 
children need to work several jobs 


Ween 
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or they decide return to school, 
they die or get very sick, or they are 
negligent and abusive parents. 


Using 1990 census statistics, the 
Department of Elder Affairs 
reported that about 60,000 children 
statewide were living with their 
grandparents over 65 years old. 
CWEC research shows that no data 
is available for Boston specifically, 
and statistics have not been 
compiled to include grandparents 
younger than 65. 


So instead of relaxing, many 
retirement-age grandparents find 
themselves working again, looking 
for a bigger place to live, and 
dealing with a much-changed 
school bureaucracy. From teaching 
approaches to social behavior, 
grandparents quickly learn that 
things are different than when their 
children went to school two and 
three decades ago.

People in schools, libraries, health centers,

Efforts will focus on preschool children because it is 
easier and more cost-efficient to catch their problems 
early. Poor reading abilities can stem from undetected 
hearing and eye problems, nutrition deficiencies, 
mental disabilities and disruptive home lives. 


Organizers are collecting and analyzing informa- 
tion from schools, community groups and volunteer 
agencies to figure out where the problems and 
educational gaps lie, and how to eliminate them. 
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During the past few years, 
organizations have emerged to 
help grandparents in their new 
role. Offering support groups and 
free advice on academic, financial, 
legal and housing issues, these 
organizations make sure that 
people raising their children's 
children know they are not alone. 


What should you do if your grandchild 
is school-age and living with you?

Robbie's school doesn’t have “pull-out” groups, but he works 
with a math mentor, is in the computer club, and takes flute lessons (on a 
scholarship arranged by the school) at a nearby music center. 


These four students (we've made up their names) illustrate several 
choices for Boston Public School (BPS) students who learn quickly. Some 
researchers estimate that about 2% of all children can be considered 
“gifted.” But more importantly, all children have their own learning 
“pace” and need enough challenge to keep them busy and interested 
without becoming frustrated with work that’s “too hard” or “too much.” 
While every classroom should do that, some BPS programs are designed 
to provide extra challenge and enrichment. 


Advanced Work Class 
(AWC) — Grades 4-6 


bout 1,350 students — 10% of 

all 4th, 5th & 6th graders — 
are enrolled in AWC. Elementary 
schools with AWC: Bates, Bradley, 
Channing, Condon, Ellis, Farragut, 
Hennigan (English and Spanish), 
Jackson /Mann, Lee, Murphy, 
Quincy, Taylor and Winthrop.

What’s special about AWC? 


According to the BPS’s Helen 

Cummings, it offers: 

¢ smaller classes of 20 students in 
grades 4-5 and 25 in grade 6 

* the same teacher for grades 4-5 
— called “looping” (some 
schools use looping in non-AWC 
classes) 


* higher expectations 


¢ more homework, individual 
projects and writing 
¢ more work on “higher order 
thinking skills” 
¢ foreign language 2-3 times a 
week 
The AWC program doesn't pay for 
teacher training or extra art, music 
or field trips. (The school may 
provide some “extras,” though.) 
Ms. Cummings adds that AWC 
doesn’t “advance” students to the 
next year’s work — and because 
there is no special AWC curricu- 
lum, the individual teacher makes 
many decisions about what and 
how to teach beyond the regular 
grades 4-6 curriculum. 


Students are invited to AWC based 
on their score on the Metropolitan 
Achievement Test (MAT) taken in 
fall of grades 3, 4 and 5, as well as 
racial guidelines. [Almost all 
educators say children should not 
be placed in programs based on a 
single test score, and the MAT 
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should not be used for this 
purpose. 


Students eligible for grade 6 AWC 
receive an invitation and applica- 
tion form listing their AWC choices 
in January. Students eligible for 
grades 4 & 5 AWC receive theirs in 
February. There are enough AWC 
seats for all students who are 
eligible—but students must choose 
all AWC programs on the application 
to be guaranteed an AWC assignment.

Talented & Gifted 
Programs 


M™ elementary schools have 
programs for talented and 


gifted children, some funded by 
the State or with resources from 
university, arts and business 
partners. In some schools, children 
in small TAG (Talented And 
Gifted) groups leave the classroom 
for two or more hours a week and 
work with a special teacher. 


Other schools have a variety of 
opportunities for children with 
talents in particular areas, such as 


advanced math, science, language 
arts/reading, music... even chess! 


Some schools think all children can 
work to their highest potential in a 
group of mixed abilities. Class 
sizes are kept smaller by using 
adult staff in creative ways; 
“learning centers” and computers 
in the classroom allow children to 
move to a new activity as soon as 
they finish the old one; and 
children are given the most 
advanced work they can handle 
(such as writing a 5-page report 
instead of 2 pages), regardless of 
what grade they are in.

The three “exam” schools for 
grades 7-12 (Boston Latin Acad- 
emy, Boston Latin School and 
O’Bryant School of Math & 
Science) offer many Advanced 
Placement (AP) and honors classes 
as well as a college preparatory 
curriculum for all students. 
Students are admitted to the 
“Latins” in grades 7 & 9, and to 
O’Bryant in grades 7, 9 & 10. 


To apply for an exam school, 
students must take the Indepen- 
dent School Entrance Exam (ISEE) 
in the fall. New-to-Boston students 
who miss the fall ISEE may also 
apply. Students are invited based 
on their test score, grade point 
average, and racial guidelines. 
About 400 are invited to Latin 
School, 300 to Latin Academy and 
125 to O'Bryant in grade 7.

IF YOU HAVE A TALENTED & GIFTED CHILD... 


Watch for signs that your child isn’t being challenged, such as 
boredom, behavior problems, sloppy work and “underachieving.” 


Ask your child what happens in the classroom when some students 
finish an assignment early. Does the teacher have a new activity ready 
for them? Do all children do exactly the same assignments? 


Does your child’s school have a special program for talented & gifted 
children? Ask how students are chosen for the program and what 
kinds of activities the group does. (Parents report that the quality of 
these programs can vary widely from school to school.) 


If you have concerns about what the school offers for children who 
learn quickly, talk to the principal; or raise the issue at a School Parent 
Council or School Site Council meeting. 


Some children think they won't have any friends if they do well in 
school. This peer pressure is hard for parents to overcome — but keep 
encouraging hard work and success. A parent's praise means a lot, 
even if the child doesn’t seem torespond!

Roberts, the school’s other fourth 
grade teacher, never takes his class 
on trips. They stay in the classroom 
and learn about astronomy, the 
weather, and other things that Ms. 
Smith’s class covers in less detail. 


Some parents of Ms. Smith’s 
students worry that their children 
aren’t learning as much as Mr. 
Roberts’ students. And some 
parents of Mr. Roberts’ students 
worry that their children aren’t 
being exposed to a variety of “real” 
experiences. 


Which teacher is “right?” How do 
you know if your child has a good 
teacher? 


Amika (Blackstone School) and 
Joyce Simms-Tyson (Mather 
School), both winners of CWEC’s 
Golden Apple Awards for excellent 
teaching, say that while teachers 
have as many different styles as 
their students, good teachers have 
some qualities in common. While 
parents can’t know everything that 
goes on in the classroom, here are 
some questions parents can ask: 


x “Does my child want to go to 
school every day? Does she talk 
about school positively and seem 
excited about what she is learn- 
ing?” If your child doesn’t have a 
good relationship with the teacher, 
or if the teacher isn’t managing

classroom problems, the child 
won't learn no matter how 
knowledgeable or well-prepared 
the teacher may be. 


But Ms. Simms-Tyson adds, “Some 
children get angry when a teacher 
challenges them and expects them 
to work hard. Good teachers don’t 
give up when students complain.” 


x “Does the work my child brings 
home make sense? Are there 
positive comments on papers? 
Does homework seem challenging 
(but not so difficult that my child is 
often frustrated or upset by it)?” 
Amika says that if a parent sees 
something unfamiliar (such as an 
new way of teaching math or 
writing), the teacher should 
explain it so the parent under- 
stands the teacher’s goals. 


Ms. Simms-Tyson advises, “Watch 
for assignments that make kids 
think for themselves and solve 
problems. Fill-in-the-blank, 
matching and true/false 
worksheets don’t build thinking 
skills as well.” 


x “Does the teacher keep in touch 
with me?” A weekly classroom 
newsletter, “good news” phone 
calls (not just when there are 
problems), invitations to the 
classroom, notes, homework 
assignments that involve the 
family, and beginning-of-the-year 
parent surveys are some ways that 
good teachers communicate with 
parents. vx |

“Children are extremely sensitive to what adults think of 
their abilities,” says Mather School principal Kim Marshall. 
If a teacher believes a child who is poor, comes from a single- 
parent household, or is never taken to museums can't learn as 
much as a middle-class child with two parents at home, then 
that child probably won't learn as much. “Teachers who have 
high expectations accept students and families as they are,” 
says Mr. Marshall. “They believe that hard work is the key.” 


lf you have concerns about your 
child’s teacher... 


* Don’t wait to act. Schedule a 
conference, either at school or by 
phone. If the teacher doesn’t return 
your first call within two days, call 
again. If the teacher still doesn’t 
return your call, ask the principal 
to help you make an appointment 


(and report that the teacher hasn't 
returned your calls).

When teachers really believe all students can learn, they try 
different approaches until all students do learn. Some teachers 


don't do this: they teach the lesson, give a test, record the 
grades, and move on to the next lesson. When a child fails the 


test, the child (not the teacher) is somehow responsible for 


catching up. Good teachers find ways to get extra help to those 


who need it without slowing the pace for those who don't.

As a Boston Public School (BPS) 
parent, one thing you need is 
information — on school policies, 
how to get involved, and where to 
get help. Here’s a start... 


Connecting with the Teacher 


Every school must have two parent 
meetings a year which all teachers 
attend. The first is often held after 
the first report card, in November. 


But you don’t have to wait until 
then to meet the teacher. All Boston 
public schools have an “open 
door” policy — you can visit or call 
the school anytime. Also, each 
teacher must set aside a regular — 
time each week for parent contact. 


It’s best to call ahead to schedule a 
parent-teacher conference so the 
teacher can be prepared. Try to 
avoid dropping by the classroom 
during the school day unless the 
teacher is expecting you — 
teachers may lose valuable time 
getting the class back to work after 
an interruption. 


Organizations in the School 
For Parents, or With Parent 
Members 


& School Parent Council (SPC). 
Every school has an SPC, and all 
parents of students in the school 
are members. Most meet once a 

month. SPCs work with parents

and school staff to solve problems, 


plan special programs, workshops - 


and events, and raise money. Every 
school has a meeting in the fall to 
elect the SPC Executive Committee 
and co-chairs — see “Calendar” for 
the schedule which most schools 
will follow, and watch for a notice. 


& School Site Council (SSC). All 
Boston public schools are “School- 
Based Management/Shared 
Decision-Making" (SBM/SDM) 
schools. That means important 
decisions are made by a School Site 
Council (SSC). Half of the SSC’s 
members are school staff — the 
principal, teachers and others — 
and half are parents. The councils 
will hold elections this fall, and any 
parent can run for a seat (why not 
you?) To find out more, don’t miss 
the fall SSC orientation meeting in 
your school.

"Will I get lost? Will I have 
any friends? Will it be too 
hard?"

The best way to find out 
what middle school is like 
is to visit — and you'll proba- 
bly be pleasantly surprised. 
Here's a quick look at what 
you'll find... 


How are they organized? 


Unlike elementary school, 
students have different 
teachers for each subject 
and move around the 


dvanced Work 
Class (AWC) is a 
program for 


grades 4-6 that offers a 
challenging academic pro- 
gram and smaller classes. 
There are AWCs for Eng- 
lish-speaking and Spanish 
bilingual students. In an 
AWC classroom, students 
do more reading, writing, 
individual and cooperative 
projects, and enrichment 
activities than most regular 
classes. AWC also includes 
a half-year of foreign lan- 
guage study. Class sizes 
are usually about 20 in 


building for their classes. 
But they probably will stay 
with the same group of 
children for most of the 
day, and each grade may 
have its own part of the 
building. Most middle 
schools are organized in 
"clusters" of students who 
have the same team of 
teachers for their basic sub- 
jects. So even if a student 
doesn't know many other 
kids at the beginning of the 
year, it's easy to make new 
friends. 


What subjects do 
Students take? 


All sixth graders have Eng- 
lish, reading, math, science 
(including work ina sci- 
ence lab) and social stud-

AWC programs are in 13 
elementary schools and 10 
middle schools. 


Who is eligible? 

The School Dept. uses stu- 
dents' scores from last 
spring's Metropolitan 
Achievement Tests plus ra- 
cial guidelines to decide 
who is eligible.

Some 
schools have time for stu- 
dents and adults to meet 
together to discuss prob- 
lems and adolescent issues.

How does the BPS assign 
AWC students? 


Starting this year, eligible 
students will be assigned 
following the rules of "con- 
trolled choice" with prefer- 
ence for siblings and walk- 
ers. Students who choose 
oversubscribed AWCs will 
be assigned by random 
number (not rank based on 
test score). There is no 
guarantee that students 
will be assigned to the 
school they request. 


Pros and cons of AWC 


Some parents and educa- 
tion advocates argue that 
grouping children by abili- 
ty is harmful. Others say 
bright students need pro- 


schools are much safer and 
more orderly than they 
were ten years ago, and se- 
rious problems are rare. 
Many schools use team ac- 
tivities, student "media- 
tors" and other successful 
ways of building a good 
school climate and helping 
students resolve problems. 
If you're concerned about 
safety, ask the principal. 


Those little worries... 


Many new sixth graders 
worry about getting lost in 
the building, not being 
able to find their lockers, 
not knowing about lunch- 
room procedures, and a 
million other things.

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» Walk or ride? Don't 
limit yourself to schools in 
your neighborhood. First, 
you won't necessarily get 
them, even though walkers 
have preference over bus 
riders. Second, you may be 
eliminating some really 
good schools. If you're 
worried about the bus, ask 
the principal and other 
parents about bus safety 
policy and whether the 
school has had any bus 
problems. 


D What are the hours? 
Elementary schools start as 
early as 8:20 and as late as 
9:35. Keep in mind that a 
school's hours can change 
(the School Dept. expects 
8-10 to change as of Sep- 
tember). Some schools 
have before or after school 
programs which can be a 
big help for working par- 
ents. Early Learning Cen- 
ters in every zone start 
earlier and are open late, 
but space is very limited. 


D Big or small? A big 
school may seem scary; lit- 
tle schools seem cozier. But 
in big schools, space can be 
divided up so kids stay 
with their age group in one 
part of the building. Little 
schools may not have 
gyms or auditoriums. Air 
quality may be an issue; 
some kids have health 
problems in schools with a 
closed ventilation system. 


Choosing Schools — What's the Difference? 


In small schools, teachers 
may know each other and 
every child better. But 
there also could be fewer 
options (such as changing 
to a teacher who uses a dif- 
ferent method) if your 
child isn't thriving. 

» Traditional or non- 
traditional? Many schools 
still look like they did 
when you went to school. 
The desks are in rows, and 
the teacher stands up front. 
In other schools, you'll see 
desks in groups, with chil- 
dren working together and 
the teacher moving around 
the room more. It may 
seem disorganized, but it 
works better for some chil- 
dren. Some schools and 
teachers do both. 

Find out how reading is 
taught. Some use mostly 
the standard reader, while 
others use lots of other 
books and approaches. 

How does your child 
learn best? 


» What about special 
programs? If your child is 
in a special needs or bilin- 
gual program, you'll need 
to know what your options 
are. Who can help? Talk to 
specialists in bilingual and 
special education at your 
Parent Info. Center (see 
box on page 2), and also:

Many educators and par- 
ents now think children in 
these special programs do 
better when they are in 
classes with regular educa- 
tion students as much as 
possible. Ask the Parent 
Center staff which schools 
are doing a good job of "in- 
tegrating" sped and bilin- 
gual programs. Or call the 
SpedPAC or MasterPAC. 


» What about "extras?" 
No school can have the 
best of everything. But 
some have specialties — 
such as a strong drama, sci- 
ence or art program. Oth- 
ers use new ways of teach- 
ing reading, writing and 
math. But remember that 
changes in the budget 
could mean changes in 
school programs next year. 


» What about exercise? 
Children need lots of exer- 
cise. Does the school have 
regular outdoor recess? If 
there's a gym or pool, how 
often would your child use 
it? Some schools have more 
access than others to non- 
school sports facilities. 


» What about parents? 
The principal and staff 
should be welcoming and 
helpful. Ask how parents 
are involved. 


» What about test 
scores? You can find out 
any school's test scores 
from your Parent Informa- 
tion Center. But remember 
that many researchers now 
advise against giving stan- 
dardized test results too 
much importance. For 
more information on test- 
ing, © CWEC, 542-2835, 
the BPS Testing Office, 635- 
9443, or FairTest, 864-4810. 


»} How many children are 
not promoted to the next 
grade? Many experts agree 
that making a child repeat 
a grade can do more harm 
than good. Some schools 
find ways to help kids 
without keeping them back. 
Ask the principal how the 


school's retention rate com- 
pares to the Boston aver- 
age. Find out what the 
school does for kids who 
need extra help. 


b FINALLY... When you 
visit schools, ask to watch 
a few classes in action. 
How does the school "feel" 
to you? A positive "school 
climate" is very important.

Students get their 
first report cards — and in 
most schools, parents are 
invited to Open House. 


What happens at Open 
House? 


@ All teachers are re- 
quired to attend. 


@ Atmany schools, par- 
ents get their child's report 
card from the teacher. 


@ Parents visit their 
child's classroom and can 
speak to the teacher about 
their child's progress. 


Often, however, so many 
parents want to meet the 
teacher that there isn't 
enough time for everyone 
to have a really helpful 
conference. That takes at 
least 15-20 minutes. 

So instead, you could 
schedule another time to 
meet with or call the teach- 
er, and use Open House to 
connect with other parents 
on classroom or whole- 
school issues, check out the 
classroom, look at your 
child's work folders, and 
find out more about the 
school. The teacher should 
tell you what the class will 
be learning during the year 
in each subject. 

Two things to look for — 
interesting bulletin boards 
showing different cultures, 
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and lots of pictures and pa- 


pers on display by every 
child in the building. 


What to look for in your 
Child's classroom 


Even in an old, drab build- 
ing, a teacher with imagi- 
nation can make a friendly, 
welcoming, cheerful room 
and fill it with interesting 
books and materials. That's 
important — but there are 
other things in "successful" 
classrooms that you can't 
see. One of those things is 
how the teacher teaches 
and manages the class. 

Kim Marshall, principal 
of the Mather School in 
Dorchester, lists some 
qualities of effective 
teachers:

* They have high expecta- 
tions for all their students. 
They really believe all chil- 
dren can learn. Some teach- 
ers say they do but may do 
things like call on boys 
more during math or ex- 
pect more from children 
who are more polite. Effec- 
tive teachers know that dif- 
ferent children have differ- 
ent abilities and different 
ways Of learning, but they 
find ways to help each child 
succeed without sorting 
"winners" from "losers." 


* They create a suppor- 
tive, accepting classroom 
climate. Children feel part 
of a community, feel safe 
from put-downs and feel 
more in control of their 
learning (for instance, they

How does your child's classroom measure up? If your 
child's rights aren't being respected, call the teacher and 


principal immediately. vx 
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can stop the teacher to ask 
a question). 


* Effective teachers stress 
hard work over ability. 
They believe that children 
aren't "born smart" — they 
"get smart." They tell chil- 
dren that mistakes are part 
of learning (not cause for 
embarrassment) and stress 
that trying hard and doing 
better than last time is 
what's important (not how 
the child did compared to 
the rest of the class). 


* Effective teachers use 
lots of active, hands-on ex- 
periences in the classroom. 
When students have to sit 
at their desks listening to 
the teacher talk for most of 
the school day, they are 
more likely to become 
bored or disruptive. Effec- 
tive teachers have children 
work together cooperative- 
ly in small groups on pro- 
jects. This helps achieve- 
ment, social skills and self- 
esteem. 


* Effective teachers teach 
a love of reading and writ- 
ing. They have students 
read, write, listen and 
speak as part of real-life 
experience (such as pro- 
ducing a class newspaper 
or putting on a play). They 
let children choose what 
they want to read, and 
they get children to read 
every day, at home and at 
school.

* They use different ways 
of teaching until every 
child learns the material. 
Ineffective teachers teach 
new material, give a test, 
record the grades, and 
move on to the next unit. 
The children who failed the 
test don't get help learning 
what they didn't get the 
first time, and they can fall 
further behind. 


* Effective teachers con- 
stantly check on what 
their students are learning 


~——~by using tests, projects, 


demonstrations and writ- 
ing folders. They use the 
information to change the 
way they're teaching if it 
seems that a student (or the 
whole class) doesn't under- 
stand something. 


Effective teachers reach 
out to their students’ fami- 
lies. They are respectful to- 
ward the home, make an 
effort to call or send notes 
with good news about the 
child, and send the mes- 


changes in the student 
assignment timetable and 
process. The "basics" of the 
current controlled choice 
plan won't change — 
parents will still choose 
from among schools and 
programs in their zone. But 
under proposed changes, 
the process could be sim- 
pler and start earlier, and 
more children could get 
their first choice school. 

No definite news yet. But 
watch for a special 
“student assignment" 
edition of Parents’ Notebook, 
start visiting schools if 
your child must change 
schools or will start school 
in September, and get help 
from your Parent 
Information Center:

* Effective teachers care 
about their students and 
stick with them until they 
succeed. They give lots of 
praise but don't accept 
careless work, and they 
never give up on any child. 


What can parents do? 

If you think your child's 
teacher is doing a good job, 
tell her or him! Teaching is 
hard work, and teachers 


get very little praise for ——+- 


their efforts. 

If you think the teacher 
could be more effective 
with your child or with the 
whole class, you have a 
right to raise questions, ask 
for explanations and make 
suggestions. If you don't 
want to go directly to the 
teacher, call the principal 
— he or she is responsible 
for the quality of the teach- 
ing in the school. If you're 
still not satisfied, call the 
zone superintendent. vx

Students get their 
first report cards — and in 
most schools, parents are 
invited to Open House. 


What happens at Open 
House? 


@ All teachers are re- 
quired to attend. 


@ At many schools, par- 
ents get their child's report 
card from the teacher. 


* Parents visit their 
child's classroom and can 
speak to the teacher about 
their child's progress. 


Often, however, so many 
parents want to meet the 
teacher that there isn't 
enough time for everyone 
to have a really helpful 
conference. That takes at 
least 15-20 minutes. 

So instead, you could 
schedule another time to 
meet with or call the teach- 
er, and use Open House to 
connect with other parents 
on classroom or whole- 
school issues, check out the 
classroom, look at your 
child's work folders, and 
find out more about the 
school. The teacher should 
tell you what the class will 
be learning during the year 
in each subject. 

Two things to look for — 
interesting bulletin boards 
showing different cultures,

child in the building. 


What to look for in your 
Child's classroom 


Even in an old, drab build- 
ing, a teacher with imagi- 
nation can make a friendly, 
welcoming, cheerful room 
and fill it with interesting 
books and materials. That's 
important — but there are 
other things in "successful" 
classrooms that you can't 
see. One of those things is 
how the teacher teaches 
and manages the class. 

Kim Marshall, principal 
of the Mather School in 
Dorchester, lists some 
qualities of effective 
teachers: 


"aa 


* They have high expecta- 
tions for all their students. 
They really believe all chil- 
dren can learn. Some teach- 
ers say they do but may do 
things like call on boys 
more during math or ex- 
pect more from children 
who are more polite. Effec- 
tive teachers know that dif- 
ferent children have differ- 
ent abilities and different 
ways of learning, but they 
find ways to help each child 
succeed without sorting 
"winners" from "losers." 


* They create a suppor- 
tive, accepting classroom 
climate. Children feel part 
of a community, feel safe 
from put-downs and feel 
more in control of their 
learning (for instance, they

* Effective teachers stress 
hard work over ability. 
They believe that children 
aren't "born smart" — they 
"get smart." They tell chil- 
dren that mistakes are part 
of learning (not cause for 
embarrassment) and stress 
that trying hard and doing 
better than last time is 
what's important (not how 
the child did compared to 
the rest of the class). 


* Effective teachers use 
lots of active, hands-on ex- 
periences in the classroom. 
When students have to sit 
at their desks listening to 
the teacher talk for most of 
the school day, they are 
more likely to become 
bored or disruptive. Effec- 
tive teachers have children 
work together cooperative- 
ly in small groups on pro- 
jects. This helps achieve- 
ment, social skills and self- 
esteem. 


* Effective teachers teach 
a love of reading and writ- 
ing. They have students 
read, write, listen and 
speak as part of real-life 
experience (such as pro- 
ducing a class newspaper 
or putting ona play). They 
let children choose what 
they want to read, and 
they get children to read 
every day, at home and at 
school.

* They use different ways 
of teaching until every 
child learns the material. 
Ineffective teachers teach 
new material, give a test, 
record the grades, and 
move on to the next unit. 
The children who failed the 
test don't get help learning 
what they didn't get the 
first time, and they can fall 
further behind. 


* Effective teachers con- 
stantly check on what 
their students are learning 
by using tests, projects, 
demonstrations and writ- 
ing folders. They use the 
information to change the 
way they're teaching if it 
seems that a student (or the 
whole class) doesn't under- 
stand something. 


* Effective teachers reach 
out to their students’ fami- 
lies. They are respectful to- 
ward the home, make an 
effort to call or send notes 
with good news about the 
child, and send the mes-

On March 25, the Boston School 
Committee will submit a school 
budget request for 1992-93 to the 
Mayor. How can you have a 
voice in making sure it meets your 
children’s needs? 


A Parents' Budget Action 
Committee is Formed 


Parents are working with the Budget Ac- 
tion Committee of the Citywide Parents' 
Council (CPC) to take an active role in 
setting the school budget. The Budget 
Action Committee believes that past bud- 
get deliberations have put the "cart before 
the horse," starting with an amount to be 
cut and letting that drive the budget. 

They believe the budget must begin with 
a vision of what our schools should be 
like and have that vision drive the budget. 


Parents want a budget that gives their 
children the best education possible. This 
goal is supported by Superinten- 
dent Lois Harrison-Jones, who is 
developing a three-year plan that 
will take money away 
from the central office and 
put it in the classrooms. 
But the outcome of the budget planning 
process is far from over and many fiscal 
challenges remain. 


What to Look for as 
Budget Deliberations Unfold 


The Mayor has set next year's school bud- 
get allocation at $378M. This is $9M less 
than the schools got this year. Since costs 
such as utilities and health insurance in- 
crease every year, the schools will have 
less money to spend on education next 
year. The "target" number could change 
when the city's revenue projections be- 
come Clearer.

Round 1 closes on March 13th. Look for 
a notice of your child's assignment during 
the week of April 6th. If they do not re- 
ceive an assignment make sure to sign up 
again in Round 2 (March 16 - April 27) 
or Round 3 (April 28 - June 5). If your 
child does not receive one of your choices 
after Round 3, the Department of Imple- 
mentation (DI) will make an "administra- 
tive assignment" - assigning your child to 
a school that has space. You can get on a 
waiting list for your first choice. 


Kindergarten 


Round 1 - March 16 - April 27. Parents 
should apply during this round for the 
best chance of getting the school they 
want and any extended day program! 
You will receive an assignment the week 
of May 18. If you do not get your choice, 
apply again in Round 2 (April 28 - 

June 5). After Round 2, the DI will make 
“administrative assignments" for children 
who did not receive a K-2 assignment of 
their choice. 


Age Requirements for Kindergarten: 
By September Ist your child must be: 


4 yrs. old to enter K-1 
5 yrs. old to enter K-2 
6 yrs. old to enter Ist grade 


You should call your Parent Information 
Center to check for the most current infor- 
mation on kindergarten age requirements. 


K-2 Administrative Assignments: State 
law requires that every child who is six by 
December 31st attend school beginning in 
September.

Kindergarten Screening for Waiver of 
Age Requirement 


Children who tum 5 or 6 years old be- 
tween Sept. 2 and Oct. 31 can take a sim- 
ple screening test to see if they may enter 
the next higher grade (K-2 or Ist grade). 
There is no early entrance to K-1. Par- 
ents who want to have their child 
granted a waiver for K-2 must have 
the child take the waiver test by 

April 11.

Do you have a child entering kinder- 
garten, first grade or middle school? Are 
you looking to change schools? Now is 
the time to get ready to choose assign- 
ments. Now is the time to learn what dif- 
ferent schools offer, and visit the ones 
you're interested in. 


* How are students assigned? 

For the past three years, Boston Pub- 
lic Schools (BPS) have used a "controlled 
choice" plan. It is designed to give par- 
ents and stiidents a wider range of 
schools to choose from, and keep the 
schools desegregated. 

The plan divides the city into three 
geographic zones - West, North, East for 
elementary and middle schools, 
and a citywide high school zone. 
Parents may choose any school in 
the zone where they live. 

Every child entering the Bos- 
ton Public School System for the 
first time is suggested to sign up 
for at least 5 schools within their 
zone. The zones have different 
racial guidelines that match their 
population. The student is as- 
signed to one of his/her choices 
through a three round lottery that 
makes sure zone racial guidelines are 
met. 

This plan is not perfect - some par- 
ents complain controlled choice is no 
choice if their children don't get the 
school they want. Last year, 88% of all 
elementary students and 86% of all mid- 
dle school students registering during 
round 1 received their first choice. 


New to Boston 
* How should I get started? 

First, learn about the schools. Dur- 
ing the first round of school registration, 
the Parent Information Centers (PICs) 
and many schools will hold open houses 
or fairs. Visit the schools. If you have 
questions about any school in your zone, 
and to find out dates and times for school 
fairs, call your PICs at:

* Who needs to register and how do 

I do it? 

Any child entering a BPS school for 
the first time must register for assign- 
ment. Any child who did not accept a 

ignment last year must 
register. 

At registration, you are advised to 
choose at least five schools. Don't make 
the mistake of choosing only one or two 
schools - this does not give you a better 
chance of getting into either of them. 


Pick at least five. 

Once your application is filled out, 
your child will be given a random num- 
ber. When the assignment round is com- 
plete, your child will be given a seat in 
numerical order. 


Already in school 
* DoT have to go through this if my 

child is already in a school? 

You do not have to reregister - your 
daughter or son will automatically get an 
application to take home from school for 
you to look at. If you want your child to 
stay in the same school, list it as your 
first choice and sign the form. Your seat 
is guaranteed if you are already in 
grades I - 5. 


* = What if I want to change schools? 
If you want to change schools, mark 
it on the application your child brings 
home. List the school w 
as your first choice. Jf you do not get 
the new school, your child will still have 
a seat in the old school.

* When is registration? 

The first round of registration for 
children entering the BPS in grades 1 - 
12 is tentatively scheduled to open on 
Feb.12 and close on March 13th. 

This is the best round to sign up 
for your choice. It does not matter if 
you sign up on the first day or the last 
day because no application will be pro- 
cessed until after the last day. If you are 
currently in a BPS school, you will au- 
tomatically receive an application dur- 
ing the first round. The next rounds are 
tentatively scheduled for March 16 - 
April 27, and April 28 - June 5. 


*& What if I don't get my 
first choice for elementary 
or middle school? 

If you do not receive your 
first choice in Round 1, your 
child will be assigned to one of 
your choices, and you will get a 
notice through the mail. Your 
first choice remains in the com- 
puter during the other two 
rounds. If your first choice 
comes up in the other rounds, 
then that is your new assign- 
ment. Be patient, you may get two or 
three notices during the rounds. The last 
notice you get is your final assignment. 

If you did not get any of your 
choices during round 1, visit your PIC 
again, and sign up in round 2. Some 
people list their first three choices again, 
and choose two different schools to make 
sure they will be assigned to a school 
they want. 

You should receive assignment noti- 
fication within four weeks after each 
round. The BPS wants to have all stu- 
dents notified of their assignments by the 
week of June 22nd. 

Your child will be assigned a school 
for September. If your child doesn't get 
their first choice, s/he can be put on a 
waiting list by the end of the third round. 
Only kindergartners who do not receive 
one of their choices remain unassigned. 


* Where doI register and how? 
Registration will be held at your Par- 
ent Information Center (PIC). 


more... 


For children entering K1, K2 or first 
grade, please bring a copy of your child's 
birth certificate, and two printed proofs 
of address (telephone, gas or cable bills 
addressed to you). 

Once your application is filled out, 
you will be given a copy. Keep it ina 
safe place! If.there are any problems, re- 
fer back to the application. 

Children do not need to be there for 
registration. If you do bring them, take a 
few essentials with you - games, crayons, 
juice drinks - to keep them occupied. 

The PICs will be able to help you 
with you choices, but the best thing to do 
is visit several schools yourself. 


* Kindergarten 

Kindergarten registration begins 
during the second round - March 16 - 
April 27 for kindergarten students new 
to the BPS, or those who did not receive 
an assignment in 1991. 

When you register, you may have 
the opportunity to get a permanent seat, 
which means your child will have a seat 
in that school from K1 to Sth grade. Oth- 
er students may be assigned on a tempo- 
rary basis. This means your child may 
not be guaranteed a seat in that school af- 
ter K2. 

Children with temporary K2 assign- 
ments will be given preference for grade 
1 in the same school before children not 
currently in the school. 

You may choose to send your child 
to one of the 3 Early Learning Centers. 
They offer pre-kindergarten through 
grade 1, plus before and after school day 
care. Seats are very limited. You may 
also choose Half day or Extendend Day 
programs. Half day programs are 2 1/2 
hours long, while Extended Day classes 
run the full school day. 

You will not receive an assignment 
if all the seats in your choices are filled. 
This means your child will not go toa 
BPS kindergarten until the seat you want 
opens (under racial guidelines). This 
only applies to kindergarten! 


* Middle School 

Fifth grade students currently in the 
BPS will get applications for middle 
school choices. You do not have to re- 
register at a PIC, just list your choices on 
the application form. Again, don't try to 
lock in choices by listing only one or two 
schools - list at least five. Call your PIC 
if you need information about middle 
schools. Ask about citywide magnet pro- 
grams for middle schools, open to all 
BPS students.

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* CanI apply to schools outside the 
zones? 

Yes, but with very strict require- 
ments (if the school has open seats, and is 
within walking distance, etc.). As with 
the other assignments, crossing a zone is 
done only if it brings racial balance to the 
school. Cross zone assignments are pro- 
cessed after the school year begins, dur- 
ing transfer time. 


* = What else do I need to know? 

/ Special needs children will follow 
the same procedures as regular ed. stu- 
dents for the BPS program that best suits 
their needs. Call the Special Needs PAC 
at 469-0727 if you have questions. 

/ New students with older brothers 
and sisters in a school are given prefer- 
ence in all rounds to go to the same 
school as their sibling as long as it is list- 
ed as your first choice. 

/ More seats are available for "walk- 
ers" - 75% of a school's total seats are re- 
served for those who can walk to them, 
along racial guidelines. 

/ Bilingual program students may 
have limited choices depending on the 
number of sites with programs for each 
language. You must speak to a bilingual 
specialist in your zone for specific infor- 
mation on your language group. Call Bi- 
lingual MasterPAC at 427-0295, or the 
Multilingual Resource Center, 983-5380. 


Remember, only the BPS can assign 
students. Do not call your state represen- 
tative, city council member, or a principal 
and ask them to "save" a seat in a certain 
school.

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A time to visit, look, talk and learn 


It can be a time of excitement. It can 
be a time of disappointment. "It" is teach- 
er conference/report card time. 

Before you go to a conference, ask 
yourself some questions — how much at- 
tention do I pay to my children? What do 
I teach them about finishing a job at 
home? How often do I read to them? 

Answering these may give you a 
better insight into your child's study and 
work habits. Ask the teacher how you 
can help, and follow-up on the sugges- 
tions. 


yx Parent teacher conferences 

Many schools will give out report 
cards on Parent-Teacher night this month. 
This offers you a chance to visit your 
child's classroom and talk with the teach- 
er about the report card. You can also 
look at your daughter's/son's work fold- 
ers, art papers and books to see what they 
are learning. 

During open house night, don't ex- 
pect to spend more than 10 minutes with 
your children's teachers. Remember, 
there are at least 20 other parents who 
want to talk to the teacher that night. 

You will get a general report on your 
child's progress, but the best thing to do 
is set up an appointment to see the 
teacher for a 30-minute conference. 

This way, you will be able to get 
down to specifics — "exactly how is my 
child behaving? What are his/her favor- 
ite things to do in class? How does s/he 
learn best - by listening, reading, or do- 
ing? Does s/he get along with other 
children, or participate well with them? 
What else can s/he do to bring his/her 
marks up? How does s/he react to school 
stress? Does s/he prefer working in a 
group or alone?” 

Parents of special needs students 
should ask the following - "does my 
daughter/son participate in all activities to 
the same extent as the other children? 
How integrated is s/he with regular edu- 
cation students during activities? Do 
they have regular ed. students help them? 

If you have a difficult home situa- 
tion, let your teacher know. What hap- 
pens at home can show up in school. If 
your teacher knows about it, s/he can un- 
derstand changes in your child's behavior 
or school work. 

If you find that you and the teacher 


don't agree on behavior matters, or 
school work problems, and the confer- 
ence isn't going well, stay calm and 
make an appointment to talk again at an- 
other time. When you set up another 
time, you show your commitment to 
your child's education. The best thing to 
do for yourself and your child is to work 
toward mutual parent/teacher respect. 

Get to know the teachers...don't 
wait until a problem crops up. Introduce 
yourself in the schoolyard, volunteer to 
help in the school, talk about work pa- 
pers, or just ask how they feel. 


yw Report Cards 

According to the Boston Public 
Schools (BPS) Curriculum and Instruc- 
tion office, report cards are released: 
Nov. 18, Feb. 3, April 27, and no more 
than 5 days before school closes in June. 
Individual schools may hold open houses 
or use other methods to distribute them 
on different dates. 

If your child is failing a subject, you 
should receive a warning notice. It will 
tell you to come to school and work with 
the teachers to find a way to boost your 
child's grade. Warning notices are 
mailed home on Oct. 7, Dec. 12, March 
4 and May 20. ® 

Some schools are try- @ 2 
ing out alternative report 
cards that use a number 
scale of 1-4 instead of the 
usual A-F letter grades. 
The number shows how of- 
ten a child is able to solve a 
problem or perform a skill. 
For example "1" in math 
problem solving stands for 
"always/almost always," 
which means your child 
performs well in that sub- 
ject. The number "4" does 
not indicate failure, but 
"not yet," meaning the 
child has not mastered 
those skills and needs help. 


yx How are the grades 
determined? 

Teachers use homework assign- 
ments, work book papers, test scores, 
and classroom participation to determine 
your child's grades.

Ask the teacher how you and s/he 
want to handle failed subjects and the 
best way for you to be informed of your 
child's progress on a regular basis. Ask 
about credit for extra work. 

If your child is working above grade 
level, ask how the teacher is keeping him/ 
her interested in school work and how to 
keep their enthusiasm for learning high. 


x Tests 

In addition to classroom tests, the 
BPS and the State gives students stan- 
dardized tests. 

Most children in grades 1-5 take the 
Metropolitan Achievement Test 
(MAT), a reading and math skills tests 
that is given in schools all over the 
country. MAT scores in grades 3-5 are 
used for Advanced Work Class Place- 
ment; if your child scores well, s/he may 
be invited to attend schools with ad- 
vanced work classes. The Mass. Assess- 
ment Test in grades 4, 8, & 12 compares 
how schools in different communities are 
doing. 

In grades 5, 8 & 12, every child takes 
the Degrees of Reading Power test to 
determine if they will be promoted to 
middle school, high school, or graduated. 

If you don't understand your 
child's scores or what the results say 
about your child's strengths and 
weaknesses, call the principal or 
teacher. 


yx Homework 

"I hate homework!" "Why do I 
have to do this?" and "I'll do it in the 
morning!" are usual complaints you 
hear after school when your son/ 
daughter hits the books and papers. 

When is the best time to do 
homework? — that's up to you and 
your child to figure out. Some 
children do it as soon as they get 
home. Some do it after supper. The 
best time is when you can either be 
there to help them, or be able to correct it. 
Look it over and make sure it is readable. 
Ask your child to explain it to you. 


yx Zone Information 
The city is divided into three geo- 
graphical zones — East, North and West 
more... 


for elementary and middle schools. Each 
is managed by a zone superintendent, 
who is assisted by a Zone Improvement 
and Planning Council. This group of 
elected parents, teachers, principals and 
others meets monthly. 

You should always share your con- 
cerns first with the teacher and principal. 
But if you're not satisfied with the re- 
sponse, call your zone superintendent. 

If you know other schools in the 
zone have the same problem, go to your 
Zone Council. Ask for their names, num- 
bers, and a Council meeting schedule. 

The East Zone (all of Hyde Park, 
most of Dorchester, Mattapan and South 
Boston) superintendent is Clifford B.

* Homework Policy 

The BPS says your child must have 
homework every night, including kinder- 
gartners. 

Kindergartners should have 15 min- 
utes of homework per day, short poems, 
nursery rhymes, and reading aloud by 
parents. 

Grades 1, 2 & 3: 20 minutes per day, 
reinforcing what was taught that day. 

Grades 4 & 5: 60 minutes per day, fo- 
cusing on oral and written work. 

Speak with the teacher if you feel your 
child is not getting the recommended 
amount of homework. 


* Student Assignments and 
Transfers 

If your child still doesn't have a school 
assignment or you want to change 
schools, you must visit a Parent Informa- 
tion Center. The staff can tell you what 
schools have empty seats for your child's 
race in the zone. If there are no seats at 
your choices, you can choose from other 
schools in your zone. 

No kindergartner will be sent to a 
school that was not chosen by a parent. 
There are kindergarten seats available 
throughout the system, but you must 
agree with the assignment. Kindergart- 
ners will stay home until a seat opens 
up in your choice. Kindergarten waiting 
lists are open all year. 

All students in grades 1-12 will be as- 
signed to a school — the waiting/ 
transfer list is only for those who 
have not received their 1st choice. 
The waiting list for choice assign 
ments is open until the end of Sep- 
tember. During this time, the BPS will 
contact parents whose children are on the 
waiting list to find out if they still want 
the transfer. Transfers are made only if 
the school has an open seat. When the 
waiting list closes, the names still on it 
will be put into the transfer pool, and will 
not be reviewed until after the end of the 
first marking period (November 18th).

* Chapter 766 testing 
regulations changed 

The State Department of Education 
changed Chapter 766 (special education) 
regulations: students with .4 or higher 
prototypes will not be given certain previ- 
ously mandated psychological tests for 
evaluations : 

SpedPAC says that any child being 
evaluated under Chapt. 766 should have 
these tests because they identify a child's 
basic ability and learning problems.

Bus Strike plan 

The bus drivers union will hold a 
strike vote on September 23rd. In case of 
a strike, the BPS has drawn up a back-up 
plan: 

If you take your child to school, you 
(or your designated person) must pick 
them up. There will be no school buses 
running for anyone except physically 
handicapped special needs children. 

MBTA passes will be given to all K-5 
students who ride yellow school buses. 
These passes will cover all parents and 
guardians who take their children to 
school on the T. 

The BPS has contracted private com- 
panies to provide for wheelchair and lim- 
ited-mobility students. If your child is a 
special needs, door-to-door transport, but 
not physically handicapped, call the hot- 
line number below to find out what your 
strike transportation eligibility is. 

If your child is special needs, and you 
drive her/him to school, you are eligible 
for reimbursement. Please talk with your 
principal for details. 

The transportation hotline is 227-8405. 

If you have questions, call this number 
or your zone and parent information cen- 
ters. If you are not sure of the MBTA 
bus routes to get to school, call the T at 
722-3200. Prepare to be put on hold. 

If you have a problem getting your 
child to school during the strike (job, 
travel, etc.) please call or write your 
principal and let him/her know your 
child may be absent or late because of the 
strike. 


This could be a hard time for you, so 
talk with your neighbors and other par- 
ents to organize carpools or walk moni- 
tors to school. 


* Alternative Transportation 

If you would like your child to be 
picked up or dropped off at a bus stop 
other than your home stop (day care facil- 
ities, afterschool care), ask your principal 
for information and an alternative trans- 
portation application. Students who 
walk to school may be eligible for this 
service, but there are many restrictions, 

If you don't fill out the entire applica- 
tion form, it will be rejected.

It's already time to start thinking 
about where your child will go to school 
next year. For the best chance of getting 
your first choice, apply early! 


Under the Boston Public School 
(BPS) "controlled choice” student assign- 
ment plan, the city is divided into three 
"zones" -- East, North and West -- for 
grades K-8. Parents may choose from 
among the schools in the zone where they 
live (about 25 elementary schools and 7 
middle schools). A few schools are open 
to students in all zones, and others are 
open to students in other zones who live 
within walking distance. 

Students are not guaranteed any 
school, but most will get one of their first 
three choices. Except for "temporary" 
kindergarten assignments, all schools 
must be racially balanced. A temporary 
assignment means the child is not guaran- 
teed a seat in the school after K2. 


Who can stay in the same school? 


¢ All students now in K1, and grades 1- 
4,6-7 and 9-11 

« All students now in Extended Day K2 

¢ All students who now have "perma- 
nent" half-day K2 assignments 

¢ Students in grade 5 who go to the Her- 
nandez and Tobin. 


Do these students have to stay in 
the same school? 


No. You will receive a notice asking if 
you want to choose other schools. But 
remember -- there is no guarantee that 
your child will be assigned to the school 
(or schools) you apply for -- and there is 
no guarantee that your child will get back 
into the current school if you don't get 
one of your other choices. 


Who must apply for schools? 


¢ Children who do not attend a Boston 
public school now. 

« All students now in grades 5 (except 
the Hernandez and Tobin) and 8 (ex- 
cept the Latin schools). 

- All K2 students who now have tempo- 
rary assignments. 


How do these students apply? 


¢ BPS students will receive applications 
from the school sometime in 
February. 


¢ Children not in the BPS now must vis- 
it a Parent Information Center (PIC). 
While you will get the best informa- 
tion on the schools in your zone at 
your zone's PIC, you can register at 
any PIC. All have some information 
on all schools. Bring two printed 
proofs of address and a copy of the 
child's birth certificate.

What's new for kindergarten 
assignments? 


¢ Ages to enroll: 

K1 -- 4 years old by Sept. 1, 1991 

K2 -- 5 years old by Sept. 1, 1991 
Gr. 1 -- 6 years old by Sept. 1, 1991 
Children who will turn 5 or 6 between 
Sept. 1 and Oct. 31 may be tested and 
given a waiver to enter K2 or grade 1. 
There will be no early entrance to K1. 


* There will be only one registration pe- 
riod, planned for March 4 - April 12. 
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Children who register after April 12 
will have fewer choices of schools. 


e There will be one Kindergarten 
Registration Day in all elementary 
schools in April. However, the BPS 
strongly advises parents to register at 
the PICs for the best information on 
all schools in the zone. 


* The application form will not list the 
choice of "permanent" and 
"temporary." All permanent seats will 
be filled first. These assignments must 
follow racial guidelines. Temporary 
seats will be filled next. Unfilled 
permanent seats will be converted to 
temporary following the close of the 
registration period. 

* There will be more "permanent" 
assignments -- more K2 students will 
be guaranteed their school for grade 1 
through graduation. 


¢ Children who do not get one of their 
choices will automatically go ona 
waiting list for their first choice. 


¢ Children with temporary K2 
assignments will be given preference 
for grade 1 in the same school over 
children not currently in the school. 


¢ Morning and afternoon kindergarten 
sessions will reverse on February 4 in 
almost all schools. But as of 1992, the 
mid-year kindergarten switch will end. 


What's new in grades 1-12? 


¢ All students will receive a random 
number when they apply. Students 
will be assigned in numerical order in 
Round 1. Each student will be as- 
signed to his or her highest possible 
choice. Some students may get no as- 
signment in Round 1. 


* Students who are unassigned or don't 
get their first choice in Round 1 will 
have their random numbers reversed 
and enter Round 2, along with students 
who didn't apply in Round 1. 


¢ Students who can't be assigned to one 
of their choices following Round 3 
(June 14) will be assigned by the BPS.

¢ After June 14, all students who didn't 
get their first choice will automatically 
go on a waiting list. If a seat opens up 
in the first choice school, the BPS will 
assign the student to that school auto- 
matically, without notifying the parent. 


¢ Waiting lists will be cancelled after 
August 17. From August 18 through 
the first marking period, students may 
apply for a transfer. After that, no 
transfers will be allowed except for un- 
usual reasons (such as medical).

Spotlight on Mid-Year 
Warning Notices 


In mid-December, principals and teach- 
ers identified students in danger of being 
kept back in June. What does the BPS 
say must happen for these children? 


Parents must be notified in writing by 
February 8. From February through 
June, the school must make regular 
progress reports to the parent. 


No later than the end of February, a 
"review team" (usually the teacher and 
principal) must develop an extra-help 
plan for each student. The plan could 
include after-school tutoring, extra help 
during lunch or recess, and more writ- 
ten work. But just assigning more 
schoolwork isn't enough. 


The principal must tell the parent that 
the child has a right to a Chapter 766 
evaluation (a series of tests and inter- 
views) to decide if the child needs spe- 
cial services. Even if the principal 
does not recommend a Ch. 766 evalua- 
tion, the parent may still request it. 


* Even if the school says a student 
should be kept back, the parent does 
not have to accept this decision. Many 
teachers and principals now believe 
that promotion with extra help is better 
than making a child repeat a grade. 
Some BPS schools have reorganized 
their classrooms so all (or nearly all) 
children are promoted.
